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TRANSFER OF STOCKS, ETO. 



Pursiiant to the reqiiireinents of chapter 732 of the Laws 
of 1868, that no transfer of stocks, bonds and mortgages, or 
other secnrities now held or hereafter received by the Super- 
intendent of the Insurance Department, under the provisions 
of any act authorizing deposits in saìd department, shall be 
deemed valid or of binding force or effect, unless the same 
be countersigned by the Treasurer of the State. 

It shall also be the duty of the Treasurer aforesaid to keep, 
in his office or in the office of the Superintehdent of the 
Insurance Department, a book in which shall be entered the 
name of the company from whose accounts such transfer of 
securities is made by the Superintendent, and the name of the 
party to whom such transfer is made, unless such transfer 
shall be made in blank, and the par vaine of any stock so 
transferred shall be entered therein, and the amount for which 
every mortgage transferred is held by the Superintendent and 
the name of the party to whom assigned shall also be therein 
entered ; and it shall be the duty of the Treasurer, immedi- 
ately upon countersigning and énteiing the same, to advise, 
by mail, the company from whose account such transfer is 
made, of the kind of security and the amount of the same 
thus transferred. 

. The Treasurer shall present, in his annual report to the 
Legislature, the amount of such transfers or assignments, 
countersigned by him.
